Eighty-five. per cent of thi 
food produced in Australia dur 
ing the war has gone to the

K. J. MENMUIB
United States forces in the 
Pacific theatres of war, the Rev. 
Ronald J. Mcnmuir, new pas 
tor of First Christian Church, 
told members of the Torrano 
Lions Club at its meeting Tues­ 
day noon in the Civic Auditor- 
urn.

The Rev. Mr. Menmuir, intro­ 
duced by Frederick Cook, re­ 
cently returned from a trip to 
Australia, his native country, 
made as a merchant seaman, 

said that the fact that most 
of the fabrics 'produced on the 
stand went Into American uni- 
'orri'is caused a program of 
clothing rationing such as no 
American could imagine. "Can 
you sec yourself with 62 points 
allowed for clothing a year, 
paying 30 points for a suit. 25 
>oints for,an overcoat, 15 points 
'or shoes, and additional points 
'or bed sheets, towels and other 
necessary items?" the pastor 
.sked.
He declared that the Amerl- 

an service men were welcomed 
o Australia with open arms, 
ut that money in the hands 

of the pleasure-seeking Anieri- 
cans served to wear out that 
welcome in many cases.

These Japanese, it was learn­ 
ed, are all formerly of the Los 
Angeles area and expect to find 
housing somewhere within the 
county. 

The families are living the
ife of the army in many re­ 

spects, cooking and.eating in the 
mess hall and using the com­ 
munity wash room for their
aundering. Some of the fam-
lies talked to expect to be in
>laces of their own before long.
Dthcrs arc sadly doubtful.
